Ireland by your exposure of English Intrigue 
at the Vatican, which resulted in a triumphant 
vindication of the National League In welding 
Rome to the cause of home rule, and securing 
the good will and support of the Supreme 
Pontiff, Leo xm., for Ireland's struggle for 
iustlce.

For it is for naval warfare, in the

powder guns. An enemy's fleet might 
lie#eyondtheiangeot pneumatic guns, 
and bombard American ports and cities 
with impunity 
But it is suggested, 


and appears perfectly feasible, to mount 
pneumatic guns on fast sea-going tor- 
pedo-boats. With such boats, aggies- 
sive action of a very decided and de- 
cisive character would be possible. 
Boats have been designed two hundred 
and ten feet long by twenty-six feet 
beam, carrying fiom one to three of 
these guns, of calibers of from ton and 
a half to twelve and a half inches The 
speeds of toipedo-boats so aimed aie to 
be fiom twenty to twenty-five miles an 
hour 
The shells are to be thrown at 


least one mile, and to contain from two 
hunched to five hundred pounds of ex- 
plosive gelatine, the rapidity of firing 
them being from one to two shells every 
two minutes. 


The effect of such shells upon even 


the strongest ironclads would be in-re- 
sistible 
If dropped upon the deck of 


an enemy's ironclad, they would cer- 
tainly crush it, for their action would 
not be confined to a simple local per- 
foration, but tlie crushing in would en- 
sue over a considerable breadth 
Be- 


sides the direct breaking action at the 
point of impact, there would be a vety 
great transmitted shock, which would 
seek out and bieak up the ship at all 
weak [joints in the vicinity. The decks 
ev en of the most heavily armored ves- 
sels have less than six inches of in mor, 
and they present by far the greater 
poitionof the target lued ut 
More- 


over, tho most heavily annuled ships, 
leaving out of account their decks, have 
but a small piopoition of tho entire 
suifaoo covered with heavy armot 
Should the shell stuke the portions of 
the aimonng too thick for perforation 
the tremendous blow, us stated above, 
would seek out the neighboimg weak 
points by the ttunsmitted shock 
It 


might be assumed as almost certain 
that the eflec-t of exploding a large 
quantity of dynamite or explosive gela- 
tine upon the tuiiet or the c laemate of 
a ship would be such as to lendei the 
ciew inside incapable for furthei ai- 
tion, even if the aunoi weie not pene- 
ti.itecl 
Supposing, also, that the shell 


should fail to hit the vessel, if it ex- 
ploded neai enough, e^ en if its explo- 
sion weie not sufficient to distupt the 
hull, it would certainl) aflect the mo- 
tive power and the steering apparatus 
and thus piactically paralyze the ship. 
Whilst twelve and a half inches is at 
present the limit of caliber, there is 
nothing to hindei the conjunction of a 
gun of sixteen and a half inch calibei, 
and such a gun could tluow a cluirge 
of one thousand pounds of explosive 
gelatine 
The oBect of such a fearful 


missile exploding on board a ship hod 
better be left to the imagination; but it 
is well to bear in mind that throwing 
such charges long distances Was be- 
i ome perfectly pi at tic-able by the intro- 
duction of the pneumatic gun. — Chant- 
itrs' Journal
